Cuno, April a.—The English minister to 


Egipt has a dispatch from General Gordon 
bearing date of March 30th, It says that on 
March «ih General Gordon disarmed 240 
Bashi Baaiuks, w ho had mutinied. The fol- 
lowing flay he shelled tho rebel camp on the 
Hlue Nile, killing 10 of tho enemy. March 
27th the rebels fired upon Khartoum from the 
village opposite. They were soon forced to 
evacuate, losing 59 mrn m the engagement, 
and liaslil Ba/ouLs occupied Ibe village and 
beld It until March 30, when the rebels re- 
turned lu force and drove them out, ont then 
retired themselves. El Mahdi has sent the 
rebels six guns. General Gordon estimates 
tbe rebels about Kb»rtoum at fully 2,000. 


The British government has sent positive 


orders to General Gordon to withdraw from 
Khartoum with his garrison as £oon as. pos- 
sible. 


CAino, April'J.—Latest advice? from Gen- 


eral Gordon dated April 1st, say that ho re- 
ports in the engagement of March 30, the 
rebels lost forty men killed, and eight wound 
ed, together with sixteen horsfs. During the 
.night of April 1st, the rebels kept up a desul- 
tory firing at the palace. Arabs picked up 
a shell and while examining its mechanism it 
exploded killing sixteen persons
